Synopsis of Legislative Proceedings. 


8 F.XATK. 
January “7. 
The Committee on Claims reported 
back, without recommendation, the 
Act to refund Hherilf llowland the 
money expended in pursuit of Yas- 
quez. 
ASSRJl BLY. 
Mr. Bowers presented a petition 
signed by 350 citizens of San Diego 
county, asking for the repeal of the 
No-fence Law, 125 of whom are saloon 
keepers, grocery keepers, dentists and 
clerks. 
Mine names were on twice 
and three or four were names of par­ 
ties who had left the county, Referred 
to the Committee on Agriculture.

A Steam Jackass. 


A man living near Nashville, Wash­ 
ington county, Illinois, has recently 
invented an apparatus to take the 
place of whistles for railroad signals, 
steamboats, fire-alarms, factory calls 
and the like. He calls it the “ Tclo- 
phon,” but the popular name is the 
“ steam jackass.” The inventor is tv 
stock farmer, and lias devoted much 
of his time to raising mules, whose 
habits and anatomy lie appears to 
have studied carefully. On his farm 
there was a mule of more than ordi­ 
nary vocal power, whose voice could 
be heard a distance of four miles in 
every direction, when lie once got 
warmed up to His work. The owner 
computed that if he could set in mo­ 
tion air in a circle of eight miles in 
diameter or twenty-live miles in cir­ 
cumference, or an area of lifty square 
miles, or 32,000acres, a hundred horse­ 
power jackass could, nil other things 
being equal, rival any oilier noise yet 
discovered. He established the laet 
that the power of an ordinary ass is 
one-twelfth of an indicated steam 
power. A steam engine of one 1,000- 
Itorse-power would therefore be equai 
to the power of 12,000 asses. Where­ 
fore if one ass can lili a circle of eight 
miles in diameter, 12,000 jackass or 
1,000-horse-power Jackass would lilla 
circle of 95,000 miles in diameter. 
The inventor thought all this over 
carefully, arriving at the deduction 
that if he could take nature’s vocal 
apparatus and apply It to a greater 
power, he could produce a larger and 
moré satisfactory volume of sound. 
Filled with this idea he put the mule 
to death, and carefully severed the 
head from the body. 
He then injected 
solutions of chloride of zinc and arse­ 
nic into the veins and arteries of the 
head and neck, to prevent decay of the 
flesh. 
India rubber was dissolved in 
sulphuric ether, and the 
solution 
forced through the trachea or wind­ 
pipe and through the larynx or throat. 
The ether evaporated, leaving a lllm 
of rubber on the membranes, and the 
ejection and evaporation were contin­ 
ued until the rubber film was found of 
sufllcient thickness. 
These organs 
were then subjected to a vapor ot sul­ 
phur, heated to iit)0 degrees, by which 


process the rubber was vulcanized, its 
elastieil v increased, and the membrane 
rendered impervious to steam. These 
preparations completed, a short piece 
of rubber hose was attached to the 
wind-pipy and connected with a steam 
boiler. 
It was a moment of agony to the in­ 
ventor, as lie placed the ass-head in 
the hands of an assistant, and slowly 
pulled (he valve open—a moment of 
thrilling interest. 
As the steam was 
turned on, it passed into the wind­ 
pipe, expellingtlie air and producing a 
sigh, followed by u groan, a snort, a 
chuckle, then a violent coughing and 
sneezing. As a full head of steam 
was turned on, the most fearful noise, 
the most frightful guffaw, the mosi 
vociferous bray that ever assailed mor­ 
tal ears was produced. 
The lips con­ 
tracted, disclosing a terrible array of 
teeth; the features developed asa tan ie. 
grin; The jaws rose and fell, as the 
steam crowded Hie passages, and the 
ears participated in the general move­ 
ment, giving to the head of the ass an 
animated an excited appearance. The 
man who was holding the head gazed 
upon it a moment with dilated eyes, 
colorless cheeks, knocking knees and 
protruding 
tongue; then, suddenly 
losing nil interest in the performance, 
he emigrated. As for the inventor, 
his s u c c e s s exceeded his most sanguine 
anticipations. 
For an instant he con­ 
templated the head, his countenance 
working with every manifestation of 
delight; then he toó started, probably 
to learn the greatest distance to M'hicli 
that voice would penetrate, leaving it 
still in operation and all steam on. 
The head had now got fully warmed 
up to its work, and that bray went 
hurling through the universe. 
It was 
an aecoustie earthquake; a skysliake; 
it was a storm, a hurricane of sound, 
a tornado, a cyclone of noise; it was a 
donkey carnival, a jackass Fourth of 
July. It was the greatest success the 
world lias ever known.—St, Louis 
a l o iu .

The time is thirteen years 
and four months, and 
the average 
yearly supply by the United States is 
20,599,285 busheis. including flour ship­ 
ments. 
We regard it as quite within 
the capabilities of California, in the 
next thirteen years, to fupply an 
amount of wheat for foreign markets 
fully up to this yearly average; and 
until Russia shall avail herself of our 
improvements in cultivating, harvest­ 
ing and thrashing wheat, we can pro­ 
duce the article at a cheaper rate than 
that country. In the matter of freights 
for English ports, the advantage is on 
the side of Odessa and the Baltic ports, 
as against San 
Francisco.—[Sacra­ 
mento Union.

Financial Theories. 
A Committee of the New York Pro­ 
duce Exchange, in a report concern­ 
ing national finances, among other 
things, makes this recommendation: 
We held that the IT. S. Treasurer 
should be empowered to receive from 
any person or corporation, legal ten­ 
ders in sums of one or more thousands, 
for one or more months, issuing cer- 
titicates therefor to draw 3 65-100 per 
cent, interest per annum, provided the 
issue of such certificates shall at no 
time exceed forty millions of dollars 
Also, that the U. S. Treasurer should 
issue to any person or corporation legal 
tenders in sums of one or more thou­ 
sands, for one, two or three months, at 
7 30-100 per cent, interest per annum, 
on pledge of any bonds of the United 
States to the extent of ninety cents of 
legal tender for each dollar in bonds 
pledged, the whole amount of such is­ 
sue not to exceed the forty-four mil­ 
lions of reserve. After specie pay­ 
ments have been resumed, such privi­ 
lege shall be extended only when the 
amount of gold in the United States 
Treasury exceeds one-half the amount 
of outstanding legal tenders. 
This is a faint approach toward 
adopting the policy of issuing bonds 
interchangeable for treasury notes, 
which has been advocated by this pa­ 
per. To do any good, it seems to us 
necessary that the entire National cur­ 
rency should be placed on that basis, 
but it is probably as much as we can 
expect, to find the theory adopted by 
piecemeal. 


Railroad Legislation. 
Several important bills will soon be 
reported in Congress for the regula­ 
tion of the Pacific railroads. Luttrell 
projK>ses to have them pay the interest 
due the Government; Wilson, of Indi­ 
ana, wants uniform rates for freight 
and passages on the Union Pacific and 
all its branches, and Crouse, of Ne­ 
braska, figures for State taxation of 
railroad lands. The probabilities are 
I hat Congress will seek to attain all 
i hose ends by some means or other. 


A Supposed Confidence M an. 
The Express last evening contains a 
long, sensational account of Dr. Dra­ 
per’s operations, whom it professes to 
have learned, is a confidence man of 
the largest proportions. That paper 
very unkindly, in view of the facts, 
-ays: 
“We even learn that a Newark pa­ 
per accepted the identification as true, 
and then went on to give a long list of 
friends who woidd be glad to hear of 
his being the possessor of a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars; for then, 
and in that event, lie might be enabled 
to clear up his name which hud been 
badly tarnished by the character of 
tlie obligations he had incurred there 
and by the clandestine manner of his 
departure. A copy of this paper (which 
would have served as a warning to this 
community,) was sent to the H erald, 
hut no further notice was taken of it 
than to carefully put it away where it 
could never again be found.” 
A former employee of the H erald 
did get hold in some manner of a slip 
of some eastern paper, making a 
slight insinuation against the Doctor’s 
integrity, but in view of the fact that 
he came here with the very cordial en­ 
dorsement of the extremely accurate 
and reliable editor of the Expresa, 
who generously devoted a column or 
two of that paper to introducing him 
to our citizens, we did not feel justi­ 
fied in exposing him upon such slight 
grounds.

THE LIBRARY ACT. 


An li t <■» Pro* Rlr lor Mir E stablish­ 
m ent ot n I'll bl lr I.ibrnr.v in I In* Clt.X 
of l.os Angelos. 
The I'eople «>/' the. Stale of Califor­ 
nia,in Senate and Assembly assembled, 
do enact as follows: 
Section 1. The Mayor and Common 
Council of the City of Los Angeles are 
hereby authorized to provide by ordin­ 
ance for the establishment of a Public 
Library in the city of Los Angeles,and 
also for the purchase of a suitable 
lot, and to erect thereon a Libra­ 
ry building; or to provide for the 
purchase of a lot and building as may 
bedeemed most advisable by the Board 
of Regents hereinafter provided for— 
said iot and building together not to 
cost more than ($15,0001 fifteen thou­ 
sand dollars. 
* 
Sec. 2. There shall be elected, from 
the citizens of the city of Los Augeles 
by the Common Council, by and with 
the approval of the Mayor, as soon 
after the passage of the ordinance as 
practicable, nine regents, who. to­ 
gether with the Mayor and Treasurer 
—who shall be ex-officio regents—shall 
constitute the Board of Regents of the 
Public Library. The Mayor shall be 
ex-officio President of the said Board 
of Regents. The nine regents elected 
shall he classified by lot into three 
classes, one of which shall hold their 
offices for one year, another for two 
years, and the third for three years, or 
until their successors shall he elected 
and qualified. After the first election 
three regents shall he elected annually 
prior to the expiration of the term of 
the outgoing regents, who shall hold 
their offices for the term of three years 
and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. Elections shall also be 
held when necessary to fill vacancies, 
the regent elected to hold forthc unex­ 
pired term. 
See. 3. The government, manage­ 
ment and administration of tiie Li­ 
brary, and of its property and funds 
shall be vested in the Board, of Re­ 
gents—and said Board shall also have 
power to select the site, to determine 
the plan, ami to contract for and su­ 
perintend the building of the library 
building and the furnishing thereof; 
also todraw warrants tq>OH the Library 
Building Fund hereinafter provided 
for in payment of the purchase of said 
lot and the erectioiFaud furnishing of 
said building. 
See. 4. Said Board shall have power 
to pass such by-laws as may be neces­ 
sary for the government of the Library 
and the administration of its business. 
It shall also have power to employ a 
librarian and such assistants and other 
employees as may be necessary, and 
to prescribe their duties and compensa­ 
tion, and, by a vote of two-thirds of 
tiie Board, to remove them—also to 
establish a monthly rate not to exceed 
fifty cents to be paid by all persons to 
whom may be given the privilege of 
taking books /rom the Library; to 
purchase books, periodicals, papers, 
pictures and all other things necessary 
and prtqtor for a library and reading 
room and to receive loans and dona­ 
tions of the same—also to purchase 
the necessary furniture for the library 
and reading rooms. The said Board 
shall make an annual report to the 
Common Council of its proceedings 
and the state of the Library and li­ 
brary funds. 
Sec. 5. To provide funds for the 
erection or purchase of the library 
building and the purchase of the lot 
the Mayor and Common Council are 
•authorized to issue bonds of the city 
of the denominations of $50, $1(W» and 
$500 bearing interest at eight per cent 
per annum for a sum in all not exceed­ 
ing $15,000, which bonds shall be made 
payable at the office of the Treasurer 
of the city ef Los Angeles on the first 
day of January, 1895, and the interest 
thereon shall be made payable annu­ 
ally ujion presentation of the coupons 
to the Treasurer. Said bonds shall be 
signed by the Mayor and President of 
the Common Council and shall have 
the corporate seal impressed upon 
them, and the coupons shall be signed 
by the Treasurer. A register of the 
bonds issued, showing the number 
and amount of each bond, shall be 
kept by the Clerk. 
Sec. ti. The Mayor and Common 
Council shall by ordinance provide for 
the sale of said bonds, and the pro­ 
ceeds shall be paid into the treasury 
and be set apart for the exclusive pur­ 
pose of purchasing a library building 
and lot, <>r of purchasing a lot and 
erecting a suitable library building 
thereon, and furnishing said library 
building, and shall be designated as 
the “Library Building Fund,” and 
shall be drawn out only upon warrants 
of the Board of Regents. 
Sec. 7. For the payment of the 
principal and interest of said bonds 
and for the current expenses of the 
Library, it shall be the duty of Un­ 
common Council of said city to cause 
to be levied and collected annually a 
tax not exceeding ten cents on each 
hundred dollars of the real and per­ 
sonal property in said city, of which 
an amount at least sufficient to pay 
the interest and five percent, of the 
principal of said bonds shall be set 
aside'in the Treasury, and known as 
the “ Interest and Sinking Fund of 
the Library Bonds. Whenever, after 
paying the interest for any year, there 
may be $500 or more in said fund the 
Treasurer shall advertise for four 
weeks in a newspaper published in 
said city, for sealed proposals for the 
surrender of said bonds, to be opened 
by the Treasurer, in the presence 
of the Common Council, in open 
session thereof, one week after the 
publication is concluded. Said ad­ 
vertisement shall state the amount 
of money on hand for the pur­ 
pose of redemption, and shall re­ 
quire all proposals to he accompanied 
with good security that the same shall 
be carried out within ten days after 
their acceptance—the class and form 
of said security to be prescribed by or­ 
dinance. When said proposals" are 
opened the Common Council shall ac­ 
cept the lowest, at rates not exceeding 
par value, as far as tin* cash on hand 
will go. Said bonds, when redeemed, 
shall be defaced by the Mayor in pres­ 
ence of the Common Council, and a 
record thereof made by the Clerk. 
See. S. The balance of the tax 
levied for library purposes, after the 
payment of the amounts aforesaid 
into the “ interest and Sinking Fund 
of the Library Bonds,” shall be set 
aside in tlie Treasury lor library pur­ 
poses, and shall be known as the “ Li­ 
brary Fund.” 
Said fund shall be 
drawn only upon the warrants of the 
Board of Regents. 
Sec. 9. This Act shall lake effect 
from its passage. 
On Sunday morning, January 18th, 
a shooting scrape occurred in Oroville, 
between Edward Cage and William 
Nicklow. Cage fired two shots at 
Nicklow, one of which knocked a 
splinter from the breastbone, but did 
not penetrate. Nicklow then closed 
on Cage, and hammered him in a cor­ 
dial manner, until the parties were 
separated. Cage is under $5,000 bonds 
to answer for his murderous attempt. 


The New Chief Justice. 
\ few facts m relations to our pres­ 
ent Chief Justice, Morrison R. Waite, 
may not he considered out of place, in­ 
asmuch as he is, comparatively speak­ 
ing, an unknown man in public life. 
He was born in Lyme, Connecticut, 
November 29th, 1816, and is conse­ 
quently now In his fifty-eighth year. 
Though not so learned or so eminent 
in the legal profession as B. R. Curtis 
and Caleb Cushing, of Massachusetts, 
or some of the profession of New York, 
yet he may be considered a born law­ 
yer, his father, Henry M. Waite, 
having been one of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of Errors of Connecti­ 
cut, and afterwards Chief Justice. He 
graduated from Yale in 1837, and, after 
studying law one year in his father’s 
office, he removed to Maumee City, 
Lucas County, Ohio, in 1838, and con­ 
tinued to practice there till 1850, 
when he changed his residence 
to Toledo, Ohio, where now lives. 
The local papers of Ohio speak 
highly of his legal qualifications, 
and their estimate of his ability 
stands confirmed by his appoint­ 
ment as one of the distinguished coun­ 
sel for the Government in the cele­ 
brated Geneva arbitration. He is said 
to possess in an eminent degree those 
peculiar qualities which fit him for 
such a position as that to which lie lias 
been so lately elevated. The Cleve­ 
land Herald, which may be supposed 
to know him well from many years’ 
acquaintance with his standing in the 
profession, remarks that lie is distin­ 
guished for possessing “ a thorough 
knowledge ot the law in all its length 
and depth; a wide breadth of view; a 
mind capable of grasping all the mi­ 
nute details affecting in any way a 
legal question, as well as the leading 
points, that approaches the considera­ 
tion of a question with absolute free­ 
dom from personal or partisan bias,that 
could, in the slightest degree, warp 
his judgment; an absorbing devotion 
to liis profession; reverence for law 
which is nota mere slavish worsli ip 
of fqrms and technicalities, hut an in­ 
telligent appreciation of the great 
principles of truth and right underly­ 
ing the whole fabric of civilized legis­ 
lation.” This is a high indorsement 
of the man and the lawyer, and if lie 
possesses these characteristics even in 
a modified degree, he may be regarded 
as one who will do ne discredit to the 
position which was once occupied by 
a Marshall and a Chase. He is now 
President of the Ohio Constitutional 
Convention. He has, as a general 
thing, avoided the turmoils and excite­ 
ment of political life, and this fact will 
work him no Injury in the estimation 
of the people of the United States. 
His name, however, lias been men­ 
tioned in connection with the office of 
United States Senator, but he lias 
never exhibited any particular aspira­ 
tions for political elevation. — [Sac. 
Union.

He 
emigrated to California in 1849, and 
was a member of the California Leg­ 
islature during the session 1855-56. 
The San Jose Mercara of the 24th 
says: Mr. Cutter of Virginia City, 
Nev., who last year purchased six 
acres of land on Fourteenth street from 
Vestal & Cook, is now 111 town, and is 
making arrangements for erecting one 
of the best dwelling-houses in the val­ 
ley on Ids land. He intends to spend 
$125,000 in improving the place.

A little 
band of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results.

The people of th e city can therefore 
see ju st w hat is proposed, and can act 
accordingly. So far there is 110 oppo­ 
sition, and with scarcely an exception 
the heavy tax-payers have signed the 
petition when presented to them . W e 
think a public library a thing in 
which to invest a few thousand dol­ 
lars, and believe that no better ex- 
fienditure of m oney can be made. We 
lave a very good beginning in the 
present institution, and judiciously 
managed, it w ill soon become an honor 
to the city.

It is well known th at 
these Companies are in default of pay­ 
m ent of interest to the Governm ent to 
the am ount of several millions of dol­ 
lars. 
L uttrell has already introduced a 
bill authorizing and requiring th e A t­ 
torney-G eneral to bring suits against 
th e Companies, to obtain this money. 
Crounz, of Nebraska, has introduced 
a bill to declare all lands granted to 
Railroad Companies liable to State 
taxation. 
W ilson, of Indiana, introduced last 
Monday a bill am ending the Pacific 
Railroad Act of 1864 so as to compel 
the Union Pacific Company and its 
branches to charge uniform rates for 
freights and passengers 
per mile, 
w hether local or through traffic. 
The 
bill makes it unlawful for any officers 
or agents of th e Companies to gran t 
special rate privileges or drawback, or 
to discrim inate in any way in the 
transaction of business. 
All these 
provisions are to be combined in one 
bill, which the Judiciary Com mittee 
will report noxt week, and which xvill 
undoubtedly become laxv.
